Israel to continue 
bombing Palestinians 


JERUSALEM. July 1 (R) — 
The Israeli cabinet derided Sun- 
day to continue bombing Palesti- 
nian targets in South Lebanon 
despite an air battle last week 
between Israeli and Syrian fight- 
ers. cabinet sources said. 

The decision followed a report by 
Defense Minister Ezer Weizman 
on the dogfight. 

Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin reported on a U.S. protest 
over the incident but told the 
cabinet Israel had acted in 
"legitimate self-defense and 
would continue to do so.* 1 


Two bombs exploded in Tel 
Aviv and Jerusalem Sunday injur- 
ing several persons. 

In Tel Aviv a home-made bomb 
exploded under a bench opposite 
the defense ministry. 

In Jerusalem a charge went off 
near a slaughter-house and police 
found another nearby which they 
dismantled. 

Earlier prominent Palestinian 
residents in Nablus on the 
occupied West Bank said Satur- 
day they have protested against 
punitive measures imposed on 
Nablus by the Israeli military 
authorities. 


In Egy pt 

Begin to extend stay 


CAIRO, July l (R) — Israeli 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
might extend his visit to Alexan- 
dria on July 10 by one or two days, 
at the invitation of President 
Anwar Sadat, the weekly 
“ October’* magazine said Sunday. 

It said that Begin was due to 
visit Alexandria for one day, but 
President Sadat was expected to 
invite him to stay on for another 
day or two. 

It said that despite the hardline 


remarks made by Begin on the 
issue of Jewish settlements on 
occupied territory both inside the 
Knesset (Israeli parliament) and 
in public statements, Sadat has 
decided not to react to them until 
he meets the Israeli premier. 

Egypt and the U.S. have said 
that building the Israeli settle- 
ments was illegal and could 
undermine the Egypt- Israel peace 
treaty and the talks on Palestinian 
autonomy. 


Strauss arrives in Israel 


TEL AVTV, July I ( AP) — U.S. 
Ambassador Robert Strauss, Pres- 
ident Carter's special envoy to the 
Israel- Egypt talks on Palestinian 
autonomy, arrived in Israel from 
Cairo Sunday for preliminary 
meetings with Israeli leaders.

Mane Said Al-Oteiba, presi- 
dent of the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC), said they are ready to

Oteiba had been asked about 
possible Arab investment in the 
proposed scheme in an interview 
with “ An-Nahar Arab Report 
and Memo," a Beirut weekly 
newsletter. 

He gave no indication of how 
much the Arab states might be wil- 
ling to provide, but he said : “ sev- 
eral years ago we began consulta- 
tions with European nations, par- 
ticularly with solar energy in 
mind. ” 

Meanwhile, following OPEC *s 
decision last week to raise crude 
prices by an average of IS percent 
Qatar Sunday increased the price 
of its crude by about 20 per cent 
Qatari Oil Ministry officials said

Guerrillas 
control 80 Z 
of Ogaden 

MOGADISHU, July 1 (R) — 
Somali guerrillas Sunday claimed 
control over 80 percent of eastern 
Ethiopia's Ogaden region after 
killing and wounding or capturing 
thousands of Ethiopian and 
Cuban soldiers in ambushes in the 
past two months. 

“ Danab, ” the Western Somali 
Liberation Front (WSLF) news- 
paper, published reports which 
indicated intensified guerrilla 
operations in the area since the 
rains began in mid-April. 

Somali forces were pushed out 
of the Ogaden last year after a 
massive counter offensive by the 
Ethiopians and Cubans. 

, Earlier in Paris the Eritrean 
Liberation Front (ELF) said 
Saturday its forces had destroyed 
two gunboats and killed several 
hundred soldiers in battles against 
E th iopia n government troops in 
the northern province of Eritrea. 

In a communique released in 
the French capital, the ELF said 
its guerrillas attacked the Ethio- 
pian navy in the portof Iddi,in the 
Red Sea. During the battle, which 
lasted three days, a gunboat was 
destroyed and another was cap- 
tured before being sunk. 

Many Ethiopian sailors were 
killed or taken prisoner, it added 
but did not say when the battle 
took place. 

The front said it has also killed 
250 government troops and cap- 
tured 100 who attempted to flee 
the besieged town of Mandafara, 
south of Asmara, the Eritrean cap- 
ital. 

“The occupying forces are is a 
very difficult position and their 
morale is very low,” the com- 
munique said.

In T okyo Japanese newspapers 
reported that Iraq, a supporter of 
oil price increases, has prodded 
Japanese major oil refiner- 
distributors to pay a special charge 
for any new erode oil contracts or 
renewal of previous deals. 

The" Nihon Keizai Shim bun, " 
a leading economic daily, said the 
state-run Iraqi National Oil Cor- 
poration (INOC) recently notified 
Japan's Idemitsu Kosan Corp. of a 
plan to levy a contract-signing 
charge totaling $ 36 million on 
each new contract between them. 

The planned special charge will 
translate into an increase of two to 
three dollars per barrel. 

Idemitsu, the daily said, previ- 
ously offered to buy 10,000 to 
50.000 barrels of INOC crude oil 
a day. 

The national daily “ Yomiuri 
Shimbun” added that other 
Japanese oil firms, including 
KyodoOiland Mitsubishi Oil Co., 
were told of similar plans to 
extract a special charge for con- 
tract renewals. 

I ast war, Japan imported 59 
mitikm barrels of Iraqi crude, 
about 3.5 per cent of the country’s 
total crude oil supply, of which 
more than 60 per cent was pur- 
chased directly through INOC. 

Domestic oil indnstiy sources 
were quoted as voicing concern 
over the latest Iraqi move, saying,

OPEC leaders agreed last week 
to raise the benchmark price ofofl 
to $ 18 a barrel from $ 14.54 ahd 
set a ceiling of $ 23.50 dollars. 

And in London, Oil Minister 
Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Yamani is 
"relatively impressed” by the 
Tokyo plans of the United States, 
a West European minister who 
met him in London Sunday said. - 

Yamani has been urging indus- 
trial nations to economize saying 
that, if their consumption of oU 
continues to soar, so will the price: 

The United States, Britain, 
Canada, France, Italy, Japan and 
West Germany drew up plans to 
cut oQ imports at their' Tokyo 
economic summit last week.

Iran cracks down on illegal onium

TEHRAN, July 1 (AP) — ■ Iran is cracking down on illegal 
opium cultivation, which went wild in the post- revolutionary era. 

The new policy was announced personally this week by Ayatol- 
lah Ruhollah Khomeini Iran's top religious and revolutionary 
leader. In a move to stem the increase of the cultivation of the opium 
poppy and the widespread local use of its narcotic product, Khomeini 
decreed the growing of poppies as "haram." as prescribed bjrthe 
Islamic religion. 

Earlier in the week illegal poppy cultivation and drug smuggling 
were both included in a list of "counter-revolutionary crimes." 
Offenders accused of such crimes would be tried by special courts 
with limitless powers to pass heavy sentences, including death for 
drug sellers. 

Western diplomatic sources said Western governments became 
alarmed by the marked increase in the number of Iranians caught at 
European airports smuggling opium, apparently from Iran's new 
bumper crop. 

" We are determined to eliminate the drug problem in Iran. If we 
don't wipe out drug addiction this will be a disgrace to our revolu- 
tion,” Health Minister Kazem Sami told a symposium on drug addi- 
tion staged here last Thursday by the Muslim Physicians Association 
of Iran. 

Sami told the symposium that under the deposed Shah the 
government allowed fanners to cultivate 16,000 hectares of land 
with poppies, yielding a crop of 200 tons of opium that was sold to the 
state monopoly for medicinal purposes. But this amount was 
believed to have been doubled through illegal cultivation with the 
additional opium used mainly within Iran. 

Following the collapse of Iran' s police and security forces after 


the overthrow of the Shah in February, narcotic experts said the area 
under cultivation has doubled as a result of the lack of control. 

The revolutionary regime had been under pressure for some 
time to move against drug production. Last month the conference of 
Iran's provincial governors warned Khomeini of the jump in poppy 
cultivation and appealed to him to prescribe this as“haram" as one 
way of containing the situation. 

The Psychiatric Society of Iran also called for drastic measures at 
the same time. It claimed there were as many as two m illio n opium 
addicts in the country, or roughly one of every 18 persons of the 
population of 36 million. 

“Addiction thrives on the abundance and easy availability of 
opium, ’ added the society, suggesting that the government should 
uproot all poppy fields before they are harvested. 

Previous anti-drug campaign during the long reign of the Shah 
had little effect, even though dozens of drug sellers were executed. 
Local newspapers claim now this was primarily because members of 
the royal family were themselves controlling the lucrative narcotics 
trade. 

Existing legislation provides the death sentence for possession 
of more than two kilos of opium or 50 grams of heroin, morphine or 
cocaine, with lesser jail terms and heavy fines for the possession of 
smaller quantities. 

Experts agree the enforcement of these laws has been generally 
lax in the past. 

“The problem of drugs should not arise in a country believing in 
the ideology of Islam” Health Minister Sami declared. 

Khomeini's prohibition of the use of narcotics as “haram” is a 
major development, Sami said. 


BEIRUT, July 1 (AP) — A 
noted Soviet writer on interna- 
tional affairs hinted in an inter- 
view published Sunday that his 
country would deliver arms to 
Syria and Iraq if these countries 
were attacked by Israel. 

The comment by Yevgeni 
Primakov, director of the Institute 
of Oriental Studies, was made 
prior to last Wednesday’s dash 
between Syrian and Israeli jets in 
southern Lebanon. 

But ft appeared to indicate the 
Soviets would not stand by idly in 
the event of further friction bet- 
ween Israel and its most militant 
neighbors. 

Primakov was responding in 
English to a list of written ques- 
tions asked him by the English- 
language weekly magazine 
" Monday Morning." Asked if 
there were any truth to rumors the 
Soviets would not supply arms in 
the event of an Israeli attack, he 
said 

“Ali talk that the Soviet Union 
would refuse to supply arms to the 
Syrian and Iraqi army in the event 
of an Israeli attack on these coun- 
tries is provocative. The Soviet 
Union has always honored its 
obligations and is doing so now." 

“It regards the strengthening of 
the defensive capabilities of these 
countries as an important factor in 
the consolidation of the national 
independence and sovereignty." 

The Soviet Union's readiness to 
back up Syria and Iraq has become 


an issue since Egypt made peace 
with Israel March 6 leaving Syria 
feeling it must bear the main bur- 
don of confrontatmg the Zionist 
state. 

Syrian President Hafez Assad 
was to have visited Moscow this 
week, but the trip was postponed 
because Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev was resting, Syrian offi- 
cials said privately. 

Saddam Hussein 
returns home 
from Amman 

AMMAN, July 1 (R) — Sad- 
dam Hussein, vice-chairman of 
Iraq's ruling Revolutionary 
Command Council (RCC) 
returned home Sunday after two 
days of talks with King Husseiq op 
Middle East developments and 
bilateral relations. 

Officials described the results of 
the visit, the first by Saddam Hus- 
sein, as very good. 

Saddam Hussein headed a 
delegation of three other mem- 
bers of the RCC and Foreign 
Minister Saadoun HamadL

sultations after the signing of the 
Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty.

Kissinger predicts ‘painful’ 
talks on Palestine autonomy 


CAIRO, July 1 (AP) — Former U.S.Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger met Egypfs top peace 
negotiators Sunday and forecast a long and “pain- 
fuT series of talks on Palestinian autonomy. ■ 

AS Kissinger wrapped up his four-day visit here, 
U.S. Ambassador- Robert Strauss began a nearly 
identical get-acquainted tour of the Middle East 
with a 90- minute stopover at Cairo airport. - 
Strauss, who flies to Israel later in the day as does 
Kissinger, is to return Wednesday to lead the U.S. 
negotiators in tbefourth round of the tripartite talks 
on the future of the 1J2 million residents of the West 
Bank of the Jordan River and the Gaza Strip. ' 

Strauss said he would deliver messages from Pres- 
ident Carter to Egyptian President Anwar Sadat on 
his return but refused to go into details.

He said he hoped the Geneva 
meeting would lead to more 
pledges to take the refugees or 
displaced people from Vietnam, 
Cambodia and Laos, as well as 
more contributions of money. 

The meeting was announced as 
Malaysia declared it would not 
relent on its policy of refusing any 
more Vietnamese refugees. 

After an offer by France to take 
4,000 more refugees from 
Malaysia, Home Minister Tan Sri 
Ghazali Shafee said the Malaysian 
government would not alter its 
policies until the United Nations 
opened refugee processing centers 
in other countries. 

In the latest international clash 
connected with the refugees. West 
Germany announced that it had 
protested sharply to Vietnam 
about an incident Saturday in 
which Vietnamese naval ships 
fired on two West German vessels 
as they tried to rescue refugees 
from an oil rig off Vietnam. 

West German Embassy sources 
in Singapore said one of the West 
German ships was still being 
detained in a Vietnamese port. 

In Bali, Indonesia, a meeting of 
foreign ministers from the Associ- 
ation of Southeast Asian Nations 
(ASEAN) issued a communique 
deploring Hanofs failure to stop 
the refugee exodus. 

It said that the refugee problem 
had reached crisis proportions. 


U.S. waits in wonder 


as ship nears Jupiter 


PASADENA, California, July 
1 ( AP) — The Voyager spaceship 
dazzled scientists last March when 
it soared past Jupiter, revealing a 
complex and mystifying world of 
churning clouds and moons. 

The second Voyager ship is 
□earing the giant planet, and sci- 
entists hope its encounter on July 
9 will provide a few more clues to 
riddles they found four months 
ago. 

The first Voyager, now sailing 
off toward distant Saturn, pro- 
vided richly detailed and often 
beautiful pictures of Jupiter. It 
was successful beyond the wildest 
dreams of scientists. 

“I expected Voyager would 
have a major scientific return, but 
I really didn't appreciate that we 
would be seeing so many things for 
the first time." said Edward Stone, 
project scientist for the S 500 mil- 
lion mission. “It was so over- 
whelming how many new things 
we were learning each day, for day 
after day after day." 

Over the two weeks, excited 
scientists at the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory marveled almost daily 
at some unexpected and dramatic 
discovery, from a moon full of vol- 
canoes to a rocky ring around the 
planet. 

It win be a very tough act to 
follow. Stone conceded. 

Voyager 1 “was such a large 


step in our understanding that we 
can t duplicate it. It's just imposs- 
ible." 

But the second Voyager should 
come up with some -surprise* of its 
own. It will take the first look at 
parts of Ganymede and Callisto. 
two moons as big as planets. Both 
are about 90 per cent ice. 

Stone said Ganymede's icy sur- 
face shows cracks or faults “just 
like an earthquake fault here in 
California." 

The faults could mean that bil- 
lions of years ago some unknown 
force shifted great sheets of ice 
over a deep layer of icy water, 
much as the continental plates of 
Earth's surface drift on a layer of 
partly molten rock. 

Voyager 2 will also take the first 
close look at the moon Europa. 
Pictures of Europa showed Idng, 
dark streaks which might prove to 
be cracks in the surface — cracks 
five times as wide as the Grand 
Canyon and up to 1.000 miles 
long. 

Voyager i's most spectacular 
discovery was the volcanoes of 1 0, 
one of Jupiter's 13 moons. Seven 
active volcanoes were founds, 
some spewing umbrella-shaped 
plumes more than 150 miles 
above the surface. 

Until the Voyager pictures. 
Earth was the only celestial body- 
known to be volcanicallv active.

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UAE COMMITMENT 


Hie announcement of a new cabinet in the United Arab 
Emirates is the first real sign in recent months that the union 
has traversed the turbulent period that reached its apex with 
the boycotted meetings of the Supreme Federal Council and 
the subsequent resignation of the previous cabinet. 

The importance of the unity experiment in the UAE lies - 
in the feet that it is the first such Arab attempt at bridging 
national and tribal boundaries, and as such, it has been under 
the close scrutiny of other Arab countries with aspirations for 
similar experiments. Consequently, its success, or failure, will 
inevitably affect the approach and conviction of other seekers 
of unity. 

Despite the inevitable birth pains, the UAE is increas- 
ingly showing that it is coming of age as a political and national 
entity, and that the leaders of the seven Emirates are commit- 
ted to the goal of a modern state. 

But the formation of a cabinet represents an early step 
towards the final goal of real and effective unity, and the way 
ahead is long and arduous. The Middle East area and the Gulf 
region in particular have traditionally been the focus of inter- 
est of colonial powers, and although the colonial days are 
behind us, they have been superseded by the greater menace 
of superpower politics and “zones of influence.” As one of the 
richest and most strategic areas in the world, it can be safely 
assumed that the Gulf region will feature much more promi- 
nently in any superpower “deals” or disputes. 

It would be naive to assume that a united front is impre- 
gnable, but it certainly affords a far more difficult target for 
outride forces. In the past individual rulers of the Emirates 
have acted with a considerable degree of autonomy in issues 
relating to the union as a whole, and it is hoped that with the 
new understanding, the UAE will speak with one voice — that 
of its central government in which all the sides are rep- 
resented. Not to do so will once again open the door to 
rivalries and regional struggles at a time when such diversions 
can affect not only the UAE, but the Gulf region as a whole. 

None of us needs to be reminded of the implied and often 
open threats to the region and its resources. Such outride 
threats must not be taken lightly or dismissed as attempts at 
in timi dating the peoples of the region to conform to global 
policies. The dangers are real, and it is the duty and responsi- 
bility of peoples in the region to act in unity. 

Much is expected of the United Arab Emirates in its 
efforts to forge a meaningful unity and a united front that can 
act as a deterrent to outsiders and a mode! to friends and 
brothers.

Japanese greeting 
for Mrs. Thatcher 

By John Owen Davies TOKYO 

“ Welcome, Mrs. Thatcher” screamed the headline oyer a full- page 
Japanese advertisement timed to coincide with die arrival in Tokyo 
of the British Prime Minister for the seven-nation economic summit. 

That was just a start, and Margaret Thatcher, the first woman to 
lead a major industrial nation, went on to become the undisputed 
media star at the annual two-day meeting. 

The press devoted much space to di sensing Mrs. Thatcher’s politics 
— was she really an “ Iron lady?” — describing her hairstyle, wonder- 
ing where her shoes were made and generally trying to analyze the 
qualities that have thrust her to the forefront of international politics. 

But for most people in Japan, where a woman's place is considered 
to be in the home, let alone the ornate smoke-filled rooms where 
decisions of state are made. Mis. Thatcher remains an enigma. 

Several Japanese journalists said they had. planned to portray Mxs. 
Thatcher as the first woman to attend an annual economic summit, 
but after reading her autobiography they said they became more 
interested in her strong conservative beliefs. 

Mrs. Thatcher impressed the Japanese despite a lack of opportun- 
ity for her to meet ordinary people, and newspapers described her in 
terms ranging from elegant, beautiful, chic and warm, to frank. 

But at the same time some papers said she had the “sharp eyes and 
determined mind of an iron lady political leader." 

One national paper, commenting oo a banquet given by Emperor 
Hirohito for the leaders of the seven nations, said: Mrs. Thatcher was 
particularly outstanding... with a gorgeous evening gown among men 
dressed in tuxedos. 

“She looked more like a lady than an iron lady,” the “Sankei 
Shim bun” added when describing her cream gown and pearl neck- 
lace. 

Mrs. Thatcher was dubbed the “Iron lad/' by Moscow for her 
anti- Communist views while leading Britain’ s Conservative Party in 
opposition before winning an election two months ago. 

Before she arrived, British officials, weary at being asked if any 
special arrangements were being made at the summit for the prime 
minister, made it clear that the fact that she was a woman had nothing 
to do with politics. — (JR) 
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Communique of Tokyo summit conference 


(EDITOR'S NOTE : Following is the text of the communique 
issued June 29 by the leaders of seven major industrial nations at the 
conclusion of their economic summit meeting in Tokyo.) 

Declaration: Tokyo S ummi t Conference 

The heads of state and government of Canada, the Federal 
Republic of Germany, France, Italy, Japan, the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland, and the United States of 
America met in Tokyo on the 28th and 29th of June, 1979. The 
European Community (EC) was represented by the president of the 
European Council and by the president of the European Commission 
for discussion of matters within the Co mmuni ty's competence. 

1. The agreements reached at the Bonn summit (economic summit 
last year) helped to improve the world economy. There was higher 
growth in some countries, a reduction of payments imbalances, and 
greater currency stability. 

2. But new challenges have arisen. Inflation, which was subsid- 
ing in most countries, is now re gaining its momentum. Higher oil 
prices and oil shortages have reduced the room for maneuver in 
economic policy in ail our countries. They will make inflation worse 
and curtail growth, in both the industrial and developing countries. 
The non-oil developing countries are among the biggest sufferers. 

We are agreed on a common strategy to attack these problems. 
The most urgent tasks are to reduce oil consumption and to hasten 
the development of other energy sources. 

Our countries have already taken significant actions to reduce 
oil consumption. We will intensify these efforts. 

The European Community has decided to restrict 1979 ofl con- 
sumption to 500 million tons (ten million barrels a day) and to 
maintain Community oil imports between 1980 and 1985 at an 
annual level not higher than in 1978. The Community is monitoring 
this commitment and France, Germany, Italy and die United King- 
dom have agreed to recommend to their Community partners that 
each member country's contribution to these annual levels will be 
specified. Canada, Japan, and the United States will each achieve the 
adjusted import levels to which they are pledged in the IEA (the 
International Energy Agency) for 1979, will maintain their imports 
in 1980 at a level not higher than these 1979 levels and w£0 be 
monitoring this. 

The seven countries express their will to take as goals for a 
ceiling on oil imports in 1985, the following figures: 

— For France, Germany, Italy 'and the United Kingdom: die 
1978 figure. 

— Canada whose oil production will be declining dramatically 
over the period between now and 1985, will reduce its annual aver- 
age rate of growth of oil consumption to one per cent*... 

— Japan adopts as a 1985 target a level not to exceed the range 
between 6.3 and 6.9 million barrels a day. Japan will review this 
target periodically and make it more precise in the light of current 
developments and growth projections, and do their utmost to reduce 
oil imports through conservation, rationalization of use and intensive 
development of alternative energy sources in order to move toward 
lower figures. " 

— The United States adopts as a goal for 1 985 import levels not 
to exceed the levels either of 1 977 or the adjusted target for 1 979, Le. 
8.5 million barrels per day. 

These 1985 goals will serve as a reference to monitor both 
energy conservation and the development of alternative energy 
sources. 

A high level group of representatives of our countries and of die 
Commission, within the OECD (Organization for Economic Coop- 
eration and Development), will review periodically the results 
achieved, flight adjustments will be allowed to take account of 
special needs generated by growth. 

In fulfilling these commitments, our guiding principle will be to 
obtain fair supplies of oil products for all countries, taking into 
account the differing patterns of supply, the effort made to limit oil 
imports, the economic situation of each country, the quantities of oil 


.available, and the potential of each country for energy conservation. 

We urge other industrialized countries to set similar objectives 
for themselves. 

We agree to take steps to bring into the open die working of ofl 
markets by setting up a register of international ofl transactions. We 
will urge ofl- importing and oil-expo r t i ng countries to moderate spot 
market transactions. We will consider the feasibility of requiring that 
at the timeof unloading crude ofl cargoes, documents be presented 
indicating the purchase price as certified by the producer country. 

We will likewise seek to achieve better information on the profit 
situation 'of ofl companies and on the use of the funds available to 
these companies. 

We agree on the importance of keeping domestic ofl prices at 
world market prices or raising them to this level as soon as possible. 
We will seek to minim™ and finally eliminate administrative action 
that might put tqnvand press ure on ofl prices that tesnlt from domes- 
tic underpricing of ofl and to avoid new subsidies which would have 
the same effect 

Our countries will not buy ofl for governmental stockpiles when 
this would place undue pressure on prices. We will consult about the 
decisions that we make to this end. 

3 We pledge our countries to increase as far as possible coal use, 
production, and trade, without damage to the environment We will 
endeavor to substitute coal for oil in the industrial and electrical 
sectors, encourage the improvement of coal transport, maintain posi- 
tive attitudes toward investment for coal projects pledge not to 
interrupt coal trade under long-term contracts unless required to do 
so by a national emergency, and maintain these contracts by meas- 
ures which do not obstruct coal imports, for reasons of energy, 
regional and social policy. 

We need to expand alternative sources of energy, especially 
those which help to prevent further pollution, particularly increases 
of carbon dioxide and sulphur oxides in the atmosphere. 

Without the expansion of nuclear power generating capacity in 
the coming decades, economic growth and higher employment will 
be hard to achieve. This must be done under conditions guaranteeing 
oar people’s safety. We will cooperate to this end. The International 
Atomic Energy Agency can play a key role in this regard. 

We reaffirm the understanding reached at the Bonn summit jvith 
respect to the reliable supply of nuclear fuel and minimizing the risk 
of nudear proliferation. 

New technologies in the field of energy are the key to the world’s 
longer-term freedom from .fuel crisis. Larger pnbhc and private 
resources will be required for the development and commercial 
application of those technologies. We wfll ensure that these resources 
are made available. An international energy technology group linked 
to the OECD, IEA and other appropriate international organiza- 
tions will be created to review the actions being taken or planned 
domestically by each of our countries, and to report on the need and 
potential for international collaboration, including financing. 

We deplore the decisions taken by the recent OPEC conference. 
We recognize that relative moderation was displayed by certain of 
the participants. But the unwarranted rises in oil prices nevertheless 
agreed are bound to have very serious economic and social consequ- 
ences. They mean more world-wide inflation and less growth. That, 
wfll lead to more unemployment, more balance of payments diffi- 
culty and will endanger stability in developing and developed coun- 
tries of the world alike. We remain ready to examine with ofl-

5. We agree that we must do more to improve the long-term 
productive efficiency and flexibility of our economies. The measures 
needed may include more stimulus for in vestment and for research 
and development; steps to make it easier for caprial and labor to 
move from declining to new industries; regulatory policies which 
avoid unnecessary impediments to investment and productivity;* 
reduced growth in some public sector current expenditures; and 
removal of impediments to the international flow of trade and capi- 
tal. 

6. The agreements reached in the Tokyo Round are an impor- 
tant achievement. We are committed to their early and faithful 
implementation. We renew our determination to fight protectionism. 
We want to strengthen the GATT (General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade), both to monitor the agreements reached in the MTN 
(Multilateral Trade Negotiations), and as an instrument for future 
policy in maintaining the open world trading system. We will wel- 
come the participation of as many countries as possible in these 
agreements and in the system as a whole. 

7. We win intensify our efforts to pursue the economic policies 
ap p rop r iate in each of our countries to achieve durable external 
equilibrium. Stability in the foreign exchange market is essential for 
the sound development of world trade and tile global economy. This 
has been furthered since the Bonn summit by two important 
developments — the November 1st, 1978 program of the United 
States in conjunction with other monetary authorities, and the suc- 
cessful emergence of -the European Monetary System. We wfll con- 
tinue dose cooperation in exchange market policies and in support of 
the effective discharge by the IMF ( International Monetary Fund) of 
its responsibilities, particularly its surveillance role and its role in 
strengthening further the international monetary system. 

8. Constructive Nort-South relations are essential to the health 
of the world economy. We for our part have consistently worked to 
bring developing countries more fully into the open world trading 
system and to adjust our economies to changing international cir- 
cumstances. The problems we face are global. They can only be 
resolved through shared responsibility and partnership. But this 
partnership cannot depend solely on the efforts of the industrialized 
countries. The OPEC countries have just as important a role to play. 
The latest decision substantially to increase oil prices will also 
severely increase the problems feeing developing countries without 
ofl resources, as well as the difficulties for developed countries in 
helping them. 77k decision could even have a crippling effect on 
some of tiie developing countries. In this situation, we recognize, in 
particular; the need for the flow of financial resources to the develop- 
ing countries to increase, including private and public^ bilateral and 1 
multilateral resources. A good investment climate in developing 
countries wfll help the flow of foreign investment. 

We are deeply concerned about the millions of people still living 
in conditions of absolute poverty. We will take particular account of 
the poorest countries in our aid programs. 

O nce more weurge COMECON (Council for Mutual Economic 
Assistance) countries to play their part 

We will place more emphasis on cooperation with developing 
countries in overcoming hunger and malnutrition. We will urge raul- 
ffiaterai organizations to help these countries to develop effective 
food sector strategies and to build up the storage capacity needed for 
strong national food reserves. Increased bilateral and multilateral aid 
for agricultural research will be particularly important. In these and 
other ways, we will step up oar efforts to help these countries develop 
their human resources through technical cooperation adapted to 
local conditions. 

We wfll also place special emphasis on helping developing coun- 
tites to exploit their energy potential. We strongly support the World 
BanJr s program for hydrocarbon exploitation and urge its expansion. 
We will do more to help developing countries increase the use of 
renewable energy. We welcome the World Bank’s coordination of 
these efforts.

Last week's sale of the fabulous 
200-lot Wildenstein furniture col- 
lection by Saudi enterpreneur 
Akram Ojjeh brought.' him 
FF54.48 million (SR43 million) 
when it came under die hammer in 
Monte Carlo at what .'Sotheby’s 
billed as “tbe furniture sale of the 
century.” 

The Monte Carlo auction also' 
saw a new world record for an 
individual hem of fumiture — 
FF7.6 million (SR6 million) for a 
Louis XV corner cabinet, 
elaborately. mounted with 
ormolu. 

Ojjeh bought the collection — 
lovingly pieced together over 
many years of dedicated searching 
across the world by tbe Wildens- 
tein family of New York — two 
years ago. 

His plan was to house it in his 
luxury liner “France”, which he 
bought in October 1977 for a 
reported $ 12 million and planned 
to turn into a floating hotel palace 
in Beirut. The dream ended when, 
a few horns after the two-day fur- 
niture sale ended in Monte Carlo 
Wednesday. Lawyers in Paris 
exchanged sales documents selling 
tbe liner to Norwegian shipowner 
Utstein Kloster, for $ 18 million. 
Kloster plans to make it the flag- 
ship erf his Norwegian Cambean 
Lines. 

Ojjeh abandoned his plan of a 
floating hotel for Beirut because

PAU, France, July 1 (R) — 
Defending champion Bernard 
Hinault of France has stamped his 
dominance on the 1979 Tour de 
France by winning the third stage, 
from Luchon to Pan in the 
Pyrenees. 

It was his second victory in two 
days and it increased his overall 
lead in the tour over Dutchman 
Joop Zoetemelk and Joaquim 
Agostmho of Portugal, now in 
joint second place. 

The tough 180.5 kilometer 
(112.5 mile) stage Saturday took 
the 142 riders over three high pas- 
ses, and Hinault owed his victory 
to brilliant mountain tactics. 

Early in the race a group of 
about 30 riders, including 
Zoetemelk, Agostmho and of 
course Hinault, broke away from 
the main pact. 

At tbe second of the passes, the 
Col cTAspm, Rene Brttinger of 
France stepped up the pace and 
tried to shake off the other front- 
runners. 

But with help from his team- 
mates Hinault caught Him and 
himself took the lead. 

For almost all of the remaining 
four hours of the race he stayed 
just ahead of tbe pack, completely 
in control and ready for any other 
attempt to break away. 

No try was made, and as they 
swept down from the mountains 
into the streets of Pau tbe stocky 
Frenchman in tbe overall leader^ 
yellow jersey .'was still out in 
front. 

About 500 meters from the fin- 
ish the sprint began, but Hinault 
responded and crossed the line 
about five seconds ahead of sur- 
prise second placed Rudi Peven- 
age of Belgium and Gianbatista 
Barouche of Italy In third.

But on an afternoon when very 
little went right for Him — even 
shots which hit the net cord always 
seemed to foil back on his side of 
the court — he put two service 
returns into the net to give Gullik- 
son a thoroughly merited victory. 

McEnroe's defeat left Tanner as 
favorite to reach the final from the 
bottom half of the draw, although, 
of course, he must first beat Gul- 
likson in the quarter finals . on 
Tuesday. 

After his defeat, McEnroe con- 
ceded: “Tim played a very smart 
match, r ve got to give him a lot of 
credit.”

Thatcher praises election 


Whitehall to help Salisbury

CANBERRA, July 1 (AP) — 
Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher says Britain wants to 
recognize Rhodesia and win 
international support for Prime 
Minis ter Bishop Abel Muzorewa. 

Mrs. Thatcher did not give an 
exact date for recognition, but she 
said she doubted that Parliament 
would renew sanctions when they 
expire in November. 

“The British government is 
determined to bring the country 
harir to legality with the widest 
possible international recogni- 
tion." 

Mrs. Thatcher spoke at the 
National Press Club in Canberra. 
She was in Australia for a two-day 
visit.

She said Britain was engaged in 
an intensive round of discussions 
with African nations and that she 
had discussed the issue with Prime 
Minister Malcolm Fraser during 
her meetings; in Canberra.

Somoza, whose famOy has ruled 
Nicaragua for more than 40 years, 
has rejected U.S. proposals for his 
unconditional resignation. 

The National Guard Saturday 
did not mount its threatened 
offensive against the Sandinistas 


holding key sections in tire north, 
center and south of the country. 

Many crack troops were still 
held up in the capital conducting 
house-to-house mopping up 
actions, witnesses said.

Britain to mark industrial revolution 


BIRMINGHAM, England, 
July 1 (AP) — The building of a 
bridge 200 years ago was to enjoy 
modest celebrations Monday to 
commemorate a high point of the 
industrial revolution in 18th cen- 
tury England that launched the 
modem world. 

The processions, speeches and 
picnic are at Ibanbridge on the 
Severn River and nearby Coal- 
brookdaJe. The world’s first struc- 
ture made of cast-iron was built 
across the river there and the little 
town of Ibanbridge developed as a 
result. The 100-foot single span 


still stands although it has been 
closed to vehicles since the 1930s. 


It was on July 2, 1779, that the 
first iron rib of the bridge was 
raised into position across the 
river, 25 miles northwest of Bir- 
mingham. The ribs were cast at 
Darby’s Coalbrookdale Iron 
Works where iron was first 
smelted with coke by pioneer 
industrialist Abraham Darby. 

Tbe Darby Works made the 
first cast iron cylinders for railroad 
locomotives, the first iron wheels 
and rails, the first iron boat and 


the first building with a metal 
frame. 

The bridge was a sensation, 
attracting thousands of visitors 
from Europe and tbe Americas, 
and was painted by leading artists. 

In the 19th century, industry 
moved away and Coalbrookdale 
and the bridge are preserved 
today as industrial monuments. 
Museums of industrial technology 
recently built there are attracting 
more than 200,000 visitors a year. 
Later this week. Prince Charles, 
heir to the throne, will visit to 
open a- new one.

Although reluctant to discuss 
the individual amounts in detail, 
publisher Ken Johnson said 
Saturday that the bonuses are 
being paid to some 200 people, 
who were employed by “ The 
Daily Sentinel” on April 16, 
1979. That was the day Johnson 
announced an agreement to sell 
the newspaper to Cox Enterprises 
Inc., owner of the Atlanta, Geor- 
gia, “ Constitution. ”
